WASTING THEIR BREATH 
WHEN THE Eisenhower administration 
took ov er in 1953, the federal spending rate 
was approximately $72 billion a y ear. This 
was cut back $8 or $10 billion to*stop the 
inflationary effect ot gov ernment spend­ 
ing. Minor tax cuts were one result of this 
mov e. 
It is reported that the federal gov ern­ 
ment is again spending at the rate of $72 
billion annually . In another y ear this will 
mov e up to $74 billion, and doubtless will 
go considerably higher as the full effects of 
road, school, housing, riv ers, farm, wel­ 
fare and other federal aid programs are 
lek. 
This higher spending policy reflects in 
part neglect of necessary facilities during 
and after the war. Prominent in it also is 
the fixed federal habit of throwing gobs of 
money into any domestic weak spot. When 
trouble impends, the affected groups y ell 
for Uncle Pappy to do something and the 
federal gov ernment speeds to the rescue. 
It is clear that the country is not to hav e 
conserv ativ e fiscal policies, with l o w e r 
taxes and a wearing down of the national 
debt. Neither party has nominated a pres­ 
idential candidate committed to s u c h a 
program for m any y ears, for the reason 
that both parties judge the mood of t h e 
people to fav or spending. After feeling his 
w a y along the economy course. President 
Eisenhow er apparently has rejected it. 
Some d a y public sentim ent m ay fav or 
economy , and then there will be political 
response. Until then the economy adv o­ 
cates might as well sav e their breath. 


CORE AREA DECLINE 
IT IS NOT of considerable moment that 
the Census Bureau finds the metropolitan 
a re a s of Washington, D. C.: Houston. Tex­ 
as; Milwaukee, Wis. and St. Louis. Mo., 
are leading the av erage population rise in 
the United States by a wide margin. The 
general population gain for the nation as 
a whole since 1950 is 10.3 percent. 
But 
these cities' gains hav e been double or 
triple that pace. 
What is of interest to all growing cities, 
is that these four hav e experienced a 
m uch slower rate of gain, or an actual 
loss, in population in the central or c or e 
a r e a . Within the municipal limits of St. 
Louis itself there was a loss of 16,000. But 
the suburban areas grew so rapidly that 
G reater St. Louis had an increase of 27.5 
percent. 
In the presence of this testimony , there 
is no longer doubt that suburban popula­ 
tion is running away with downtown popu­ 
lation. Hence the outly ing shopping cen­ 
ters which are reducing the trips of 
m a n y 
people downtown to a bare minimum. 
This is not to sing the swan song of the 
c o r e area. They will continue and thriv e, 
particularly as crowd-drawing attractions 
are added. But cities are getting so big that 
the pull of conv enience is t o w a r d the 
periphery . Both m erchants and customers 
will hav e to learn to liv e with it. 


G eorge E. S okolsky ’s 
These Days 


The celebration in Egy pt o v e r driv ing 
the British out of the m anagem ent of the 
Suez Canal m eans more than taking o v e r 
the ditch that play ed such a role in 
the 
Victorian British Empire. Realistically , it 
means that Sov iet Russia, Nasser s 
ally 
and underwriter, has dev eloped a big role 
in the Middle East and that the sy stem 
of Air Bases which the United States has 
erected in North Africa may well be li­ 
quidated by political action. 
The key American base, the Wheelus Air 
Base, is in Liby a which has been receiv ­ 
ing a subsidy of approximately $17,000,000 
a y ear from the United States and Great 
Britain. 


Egy pt and Saudi Arabia 
are 
offering 
Liby a the sam e am ount of money if Lib­ 
y a will join them and 
drop the 
United 
States and Great Britain. Saudi Arabia 
gets its funds from American oil com pan­ 
ies which hav e dev eloped the natural re­ 
sources of that otherwise barren land. It 
would not at all be surprising if some day , 
Saudi Arabia driv es out the American oil 
companies and sells the product to Sov iet 
Russia. It might prov e to be a profitable 
deal to Saudi Arabia for a while. 
Will we protect Am erican property and 
national interests by arm ed force? Prob­ 
ably not, under the theory that if a nation 
wants to be neutral, it ought to be perm itt­ 
ed to be neutral because the United States 
was neutral in the early y ears of its his­ 
tory . This will go down in American his­ 
tory as the Eisenhower Doctrine alongside 
the Monroe Doctrine and the John Hay 
Doctrine of the Open Door. 
The inadequacy of the Eisenhower Doc­ 
trine on Neutrality is that it does not ex­ 
plain to any country , for instance to Liby a 
or to F rance or Italy , why all 
nations 
should not be neutral, bargaining as they 
can, with any one that will bargain 
with 
them. 
Or better still, why should not Liby a take 
$17,000,000 from the United States, take 
whatev er it can get from Egy pt and Saudi 
Arabia and from any one else that is hand­ 
ing out money as foreign aid while their 
own people suffer priv ations? 
Why not grab w hatev er is ly ing around 
while the grabbing is 
possible? 
May be 
before long, some country will get wise to 
the futility of handing out of money "with 
no strings attached,” and the weak and 
backward countries will grow weaker and 
more backward. What Liby a asks for is 
an additional $67,000,000 for a six-y ear 
plan. Of course, nobody knows how much 
of this money will ev er go down to the 
people. 
It would be interesting to read a v eri- 
ficatiable account of what Ibn Saud 
has 
done with the hundreds of millions which 
hav e come to him, apart from proliferat­ 
ing harem s. How 
much 
of 
this 
great 
wealth has worked its way to the Arab 
peoples? 
The real m e asure of the v alue of foreign 
aid, certainly from this country , 
is not 
what goes to gov ernments but w hat goes 
to the people in the form of higher stand­ 
ards of liv ing, m ore education, better fac­ 
ilities for improv ing health, etc.
